the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
Prior to its origin children in the 
hands of unnatural parents, relatives, 
and exploiters were defenseless. One 
summer day in 1874 charitable workers 
visited a woman dying of tuberculosis 
In the slums of New Y'ork. 
She com­ 
plained that she coul^ not die In 
peace because of the almost constant 
cries of a child in an adjoining room. 
A little waif was found locked in 
bare room. Her head and body were 
covered with bruises and cuts, and In 
the room were found the rusty shears 
with which h'T step-mother had been 
in the habit of torturing the child. 
Stirred to the depth» of their hearts, 
the charity workers appealed to many 
officials, organizations and Influential 
citizens, always to receive the dis­ 
heartening reply, “We ran do nothing 
unless the child is brought to us legal­ 
ly, and proof offered that an offense 
has been committed.” 
It happened 
that thero existed a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals 
As 
a last resort the charity workers turn­ 
ed there, and "in the dark days of the 
70’s” the first legal protection given 
an abused child was under the laws 
that protected dumb animals 
That 
experience set in motion the move­ 
ment that resulted in the first society 
in the world for the prevention of 
cruelty to children. 
Today the whole enlightened world 


Is arrayed in defense of iLs children. 
Statute hooks fairly bristle with for­ 
midable laws that ofTer protection to 
their moral, mental and physical wel­ 
fare. 
With the pioneer society as an 
Inspiration, children's aid societies, 
humane societies, foundling hospitals 
and their alike have sprung up all 
over the world. In the United States 
today there are about 450 societies 
whose purpose is the prevention of 
cruelty to children, while it, is estimat­ 
ed that there are at least 100 more 
such societies scattered through the 
civilized 
countries. 
Even 
Asiatics 
and Africans are uow protecting their 
youth of both sexes from inhuman ex­ 
ploitation and abuse. 
Every state in 
the Union has its labor laws which 
affect the 2.000,000 American working 
boys and girls between the ages of 
10 and 15, which the National Child 
i-sbor Commission is endeavoring to 
make uniform throughout the nation 
There are children's courts to ills 
pense justice to a large part of the 
2b.000 juvenile delinquents reported 
annually in this country, and there 
are homes for tin* crippled and the 
deaf and dumb.

The reason for the custom surviving 
at Queen’s is. according to tradition, 
on account of a valorous deed perform­ 
ed centuries ago by a Queen's scholar 
Me was walk ing in the fields study ing 
his Aristotle when a wild boar rushed 
at him open mouthed.

presence of mind the student crammed 
the book down th« * animal's throat, 
and it was thus chok ed to death with 
philosophy ; hence the survival of the 
boar's head at the college of which 
this bold scholar was tt tnemht*r 
No litter s« *tting for a ceremony that 
link s up th* twentieth century with 
tin* past could be provided than the 
clolst« *rs and dining hall of Queen's 
college. 
Queen s, 
whose foundation 
dates back to l.UO, was the college of 
the Itlaek Prince. Henry V„ Cardinal 
Beaufort,

and 
many other famous men. 
The procession of the boar's head is 
formed up ut the buttery 
At Its head 
walk s the soloist, a former scholar of 
the college

The great head presents a 
quaint and handsome appearance, la* 
ing surmount« *« ] by a glittering and be 
Jewel« *« ! crown utul deck« *« ! with frills 
of gllih'd buy and rosemary .

orange. Flags bearing the college arms 
an« l « Ievlevs are fixed in the head 
Immediately behind the great <1!sh 
comes tin* college organist, wearing the 
rllliant rob« *s t>f an Oxford doctor of 
music, and followed by his surplieed , 
choir of men and boys. 
Meanwhile the provost of the col 
leg« *, standing on the dais at the end 
of the ball In the midst of the prinef 
pal guests say s a Latin grace, after 
which the dinner call is sounded in 
the cloisters upon « trumpet. 
Then 
with stately pomp the procession slew 
ly advances from the buttery, through 
the cloisters and into the great dining 
hall, and the soloist sings the procla­ 
mation;
